New teach ing meth ods h ave been tried, 
for th e purpose of obtaining results more quickly 
th an u.sual. Th e educational sy stem 1» being 
tested in th e crucible of military emergency .

Into th is unsettled situation, some h ave Injected 
an Indictment of “progressive” education, naming 
It as th e culprit for every th ing th at h as been 
found wrong with education In general.

Educational Soul-Searching 
O 
NE of the byproducts of the w ar is certain 
to be a wave of soul-searchlox in education. 
Millions of young mon and women have been 
called upon to m ake rapid adjustm ent to em er­ 
gencies. New teaching m ethods h a v t been tried, 
for the purpose of obtaining results m o rt quickly 
thsn usual. The educational system 
Is 
being 
tested in the crucible of m ilitsry emergency. 
The usual wartime problem of Juvenile delin­ 
quency bas reappeared. 
Into this unsettled situation, some have injected 
an indictment of “ progressive” education, naming 
it as the culprit for everything that has been 
found wrong with education In general. 
The indictment of "progressive” education, by 
which is m eant the doctrine of abandoning con­ 
ventional native practices in favor of methods 
directed toward voluntary indldtvual development, 
seems suspiciously broad. It may be questioned 
whether it has had the influence attributed to 
it in the breakdown of discipline and neglect of 
basic requirements, in other words, the things 
decried may not be the result of educational 
methods, as such, but rather the result of an 
attitude toward education in general. 
There is, moreover, an assumption in the in­ 
dictment that because certain things are wrong, 
therefore education must have broken down. We 
suspect it would be Just as logical to argue trial 
because certain things are right, therefore educa­ 
tion h a s n t broken down. 
If today's products of education, either conven­ 
tional or "progressive”, ere not everything that 
could be desired, who will rise to say that yes­ 
terday's conventional products were generally 
superior? 
Down through the ages, men have been looking 
at boys and girls and finding them a little lens 
wellequipped to h ear the consequences of the 
declining generation’s mistakes than could 
be 
wished— but somehow the boys and girl* seem to 
get better year by year In spite of It. DI c o u r s e , 
they also get worse.
